British Lost 850 Men at Ladysmith 
Boer Losses also very Heavy. 
Sailing of Canadian Contingent Delayed. 
Lord Strathcona offers 400 Men and

Hart miss- 
ed his way; Dundonald failed to sup- 
port; Barton got part of his force in 
an untenable posizion. Long with 
the artillery out-paced the escort of 
the guns and they were lost. Briefly 
that seems to be the story oi Tugela 
river. 
Battle of Ladysmith. 
: Winnipeg, Jan. 9, 1900. 
London, Jan. 8: The war office has 
pubtished the following from General 
Buller; received from White dated 2 
p. m. yesterday: 
“4m attack commenced on my posi- 
tien. chiefly against Ceasar’s Campand 


Wagon hill. The enemy in great 
strength pushed the attack with the 
greatest courage and energy. Some of 


our entrenchments on Wagon hill were 
three; times(taken by the enemy and re- 
taken by us. The attack continued up 
to 7:30 p. m. One of our positions was 
accupied by the enemy during the 
whole day. At ¢usk in a very heavy 
rainstorm they were turned out of this 
position at the point of bayonet in a 
gallant manner by the Devons led by 
Park. The troops had a trying time 
and behaved excellently. They are 
elated at the service they have render- 
ed the Queen. The enemy was repuls- 
ed everywhere with heavy loss greatly 
exceeding that on my side, which will 
be reported as soon as the lists are 
completed.” 

The nation is watching for Buller's 
next move. Much speculation is in- 


lieve Ladysmith. There must be a 
Roberts anda Kitchener. 
‘Winnipeg, Jan. 11, 00. 

London, Jan. 11: Lords Roberts 
and Kitchener have arrived at ihe 
Reinforcements to the 
number of 35,060 mer will arriv in 
Africa within 30 days. 

In Saturday’s attack on Ladysmith 
the Boers loss was very heavy. It 
is said the Free Staters were placed 
in front of the attack by; order of 
Kruger, to save the Transvaalers and 
suffered severly. After the affair it 
is almost certain the allies wilh quar- 
rel. 

British journals led by the Times 
continue to attack the government’s 
management of the war, anda call for 
more troops and stricter examination 
of vessels is demanded.

Losses at Ladysmith. 
Winnipeg, Jan. 12, *C0. 

London, Jan. 12: The London Daily 
Mail says that in the attack on Lady- 
smith last Saturday the British Jost 
14 offficers killed and 34 wounded and 
over £06 wuon-commissioned officers 
and men killed and wounded. The 
Boer losses are esiimated at between 
2,000 and 3,000. 

Supplies at Ladysmith. , 

A despatch to the London Daily Mail 
fiom Pietermaritzburg says- Pri- 
vate advices from Ladysmith dated 
Jan. 2, say that rations of bread and 
meat were plentiful and that the gar- 
rison had not touched the “Bully”, beef 
and biscuit supplies. Lixuries were 
scarce, but the hospitals were well 
supplied with milk and tae horses 
were in good condition. 

Methuen Recalled. 

Although the war office declines to 
confirm the report that Gen. Me- 
thuea has been recalled to England 
enquires made at Methuen’s home 
have elicited the information that 
when he received his wound his ‘horse 
threw him ieavily to the ground; and 
that spinal apa other injuries super- 
vened. 5 

The London Standard has the fol- 
lowing from ivrere Camp: “Our 
patrols searched both flanks of Boer 
position. They found a large camp 
five miles east of Colensvo, evidently 
in anticipation of a British attempt 
at a turning movement.

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IMPROVED SWINE. 
Arrangements have been completed 


between the Territorial department of 
ugiicuulture and the Canadian Pacific 
and Calgary & Edmonton railway com- 
panies, whereby measures will be taken 
during the coming spring to improve 
the swine stock in Alberta. ‘The Cana- 


dian Pacific railway company has 


granted free transportation for a ship- 
ment of hogs from Ontario to the 
West, the Calgary & Edmonton Land 


Corporation has tmnade a grant of 


$509 to be expended by the department 
in! furthering the object in view, and 
the Ontario government has agreed to 
tco-operate to the extent of purchasing 
and gathering the animals required 
free of charge. : 
When outlining the scheme for the 
improvement of cattle in the Territor- 
ies, decided upou a couple of years ago, 
the department made it its sole aim to 
facilitate, through reduced cost and 
convenience of transportation, the im- 
portation of superior sires only, know- 
ing! that female stock of fair quality 


was already in the country. The hog 


question will, however, have io be dealt 
with on a somewhat different basis. 
In the first place, the notorious lack 
of quality in the brood hogs at present 
in the country, calls for an increased 
number of thoroughbred boars of high 
individual merit and, secondly, the 
wholly insufficient number of sows 
now in the bands of the farmers, 
should be augmented by the importa- 
tion and distribution ofa large number 
of well-bred, selected, young females. 

It is now proposed to procure in the 
province of Ontario two hundred brood 
sows. of the class described above, cue 
to farrow during May, and twenty-five 
thoroughbred boars of the Berkshire. 
Yorkshire and Tamworth breeds and 
have them brought west in the early 
spring. Upon the arrival of this ship- 
ment, a series of auction saies, prev- 
iously advertised, will be held at var- 
ious points along the line of railway, 
where a certain number of these ani- 
mals will be offered for sale at public 
competition. A low upset price will 
be placed on each individual hea d,: re- 
presentirg its cost price in Ontario, be- 
Jow which positively no sale wil! be 
made. 

The value of a first class sow in the 
west, due to farrow within a month, 
ranges’ from $20 to $30. It is expect- 
ed that the department will be able to 
offer such sows at a minimum price of 
from $12 to $16, according to weight 
-and qualiiy. 

Not more than one boar and two sows 
will be sold to any one person, and all 
purchasers wiil be required tu sign a 
simpl2 form of azreement before tak- 
ing delivery, setting forth that they 
are bona fide residenis of the North- 
west Territories and that they will 
neither slaughter, sell or remove the 
said animals from the Territories for a 
period; of two years from) date of sale, 
without first obtaining permission 
from: the department of agriculture at 
Regina. 

Those who desire to purchase hogs 
under the above arrangement, should 
communicate with-C. W. Peterson, 
deputy commissioner of agricalture, 
Regina, in order that the department 
may be able to form an estimate of 
the number of animals which can be 
disposed of at each point. 
>

As soon as the lieuterant-govern- 
or had left the chamber al] rules were 
Suspended in order to unanimously of- 
fer a force of mounted scouts from! the 
province to the Imperia! authorities.

The government motion that the 
speech from the throne be considered 
on Tuesday next was lost by one vote. 
Jos. Martin, Vancouver, and D. W. 
Higgins, Esquimault, former sup- 
porters, voting against the Semlin gov- 
ernment. 

Ex-Premier Turner moved that the 
house adjourn until Tuesday. 

Talking against time on the part 
of the government followed until the 
arrival of another supporter, Mr. 
Wells,which made the parties a tie on 
“the flocr of the house, but enabled the 
government to carry its motion of ad- 
journment until Monday by the vote 
of the speaker. Prentice, of Lilloet, 
a government supporter, was not pres- 
ent, he being in some difficulty as to 
possible disqualification. Should he 
appear the government would have a 
clear majority of one, unless other 
changes take. place.

It is not reasonable that men who 
dropped lucrative employments and 
good prospects should be placed on 
the same level as to pay with the regu- 
lar soldier to whom the army is his 
means of livelihood. The fact that 
the men went without any under- 
standing beyond the receipt of a Bri- 
tish soldiers pay, make it all the more 
binding on the country that they 
should be dealt with liberally. 

It has been suggested that the Can- 
adian government should insist on 
bearing the whole expenses of the 
several] contingents during the time 
they are in the field: The Canadian 
government can do a great deal better 
y than that. Britain is perfectly will- 
oy ing and well able to bear the whole of 
ed the expenses in the field according to 

her own scale of allowances, but those 
allowances are not tair or adequate 
| for Canadian troops. Let Canada 
then step in and make up the differ- 
ence between what the British soldier 
the Canadian 


is allowed and what 
volunteer should get, and take over all 
responsibility in regard to pensions 
and allowances in respect to the war. 
In that way the Canadian volunteers 
could be sure of being dealt 
their country in a spirit equal to that 
shown by themselves, and Canada her- 
self could honor her brave sons as 
they deserved and thereby do herself 
that mach greater honor. If there is 
to be an arrangement between the two 
governments as to paying the cost of 
the contingent, the chances are that 
between the two stools the volunteers 
will come to the ground. Not every 
a one in Canada who is ready to rend 
the heavens with shouts of imperial 
loyalty is as ready to bear his share 
of the burden which imperial connec- 
tion properly entails. Many would be 
only too ready to take advantage of 
the British army regulations as to pay 
and allowances as a means of getting 
cheaply out of the responsibility en- 
tailed in sending other men’s sons and 
brothers to South Africa as soldiers of 
the Queen. There is absolutely no 
modern precedent for the action of the 
British colonies in this war, therefore 
the field is clear for dealing with the 
few conditions on anew basis. There 
has been no precedent; but this is a 
precedent, and must be dealt with as 
such. 

Although Britain has the soldiers, 
we have the glory of their going and 
we are responsible for their loss to 
their more or less dependent relatives. 
It is a fact that there are a number 
of married men amongst the volun- 
teers. The BuLietin does not 
sider that married men should have 
been accepted, particularly as there 
were plenty of unmarried men wiliing 
to go. But the country having ac- 
cepted thé services of these men be- 
comes teaponsible for their families,

This sum to be paid 
monthly to the dependent relatives of 
the volunteer on his order. (‘> if he 
has no such relatives to be held until 
the conclusion of the war or until his 
return from Africa and then paid to 
him in a lump sum. 

In case of disablement from any 
cause while in Africa a pension to be 
paid for life, the amount to be accord- 
ing to the dis:bility suffered. 

In case of death, payment of a lump 
sum of say $2,500, to whoever had 
been designated to receive it by the 
volunteer. 

To those who may be inclined to 
question the suggested scale of pay 
and to compare it with regular army 
allowances it may be mentioned that 
special service is always recognized 
by special pay. In ’85 the mounted 
scouts raised in Alberta received $2.50 
a day, and a like rate of pay for simi- 
lar service is now being given in 
South Africa. The rate of pay sug- 
gested by the Butuirin is much less 
than that just mentioned, but.a liberal 
pension a'lowancs in case of disable- 
ment would probably be a fairer bal- 
ance than to give the man who is 
lucky everything, and the man who is 
unlucky nothing.

week the work of transferring a 30 
horse boiler and engine from Edmon- 
ton toi Peake river and then down the 
Peace to Vermillion. The engine is to 
run a saw and grist mill, the machin- 
ery for which will also be taken ‘out 
this winter. Mr. Lawrence assisted 
by his father, E. J. Lawrence, will 
take the boiler to the head of Lesser 
Slave lake and will return for the 
mill’ machinery. He confidently ex- 
pects to get the whole of the machin- 
ery to Slave lake before sleighing go2; 
and possibly across the 80 mile portage 
to Peace river. Once at Peace River 
Crossing, all that remains is the ‘work 
of rafting down stream to Vermillion. 
E. J. Lawrence and his’ brothers 
transported a _ portable Waterous 
boiler and engine, with saw and grist 
mill to Vermillion in 1886, when the 
railway was no further than Calgary. 
This miil was burned down !ast’ sum- 
mer and the present miil is being ‘tak- 
en out to repair the very great loss 

thus occasioned to the settlement.

| wheat during the past season and 
ten acres of oats, The crop was good,

Mail sends the following: Sterk- 
stroom, Jan. 3.—Early yesterday 
morning a large force of Boers de- 
scended from Stormberg on Moiteno, 
which they occupied tand then pro- 
ceeded to attack an outvost of 150 


men stationed south of the towa, at 
the same time cutting the telegraph 
wires in the south. This manoevour 
was,- however, too late for the author- 
ste at Sterkstroom had warningtand 
aforcing the farce of the Rlaffra- 
rian rifles, under Captain Ronnie: 
MacLean, pushed forward from. Bush- 
man’s Hock. ¥iring quickly com- 
menced and went en for some hours 
unti! the enemy with one gun) with- 
drew,‘taking up a position on the hili 
at Cyphergat, southeast of Molteno. 
From there they fired on our armored 
train with effect. Gatacre then mov- 
ed up from Sterkstroom with the in- 
fantry, the Cape mounted rifies and 
artillery and cncountered the enemy 
et Cyphergat. Our artillery at once 
opened fire on the enemy, who immed- 
iately: disappeared from ‘the hill tops, 
removing the gun with remarkabie 
celerity. We fired only forty rounds, 
then ceased. The Boers did not even 
fire once in reply. 

The Cape mour*ed rifies and Mont- 
morency’s scouts «advanced on the 
Ibitj flank of the enemy following. 

All reached the camp at Molteno 
this evening without resistance, thus 
relieving the outpost. The iniantry 
did, no firing at all. The British loss 
is nil, that of the Boers not known. 
The enemy’s strength is estimated at 
2,000 to 3,000. It is uncertain whe- 
ther Gatacre wiil immediately follow 
upi his success. 

London, Jan. 4.—According to ad- 
vices from Sterkstroom,the Boers have 
completely retired from the neighbor- 
hood of Moltens, but Gatacrd does 
not appear to have pursued them as 
the reinforcements from Sterkstroom 
have returned there.

London, Jan. 5.—The correspondent‘ 


of the Daily Mail cables as follows: 
Rensburg, Jan, 3.--Last night we set 
fire to the trucks and wrece ‘kedta train 
of cars and their contents.
